ROME, Sept. 30 (AP). 

FASCIST authority said 

today that the supplying

TO 7,657,000 IN AUGUST

To the Luitor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N connection with the placement of 

defense orders, it is to be regretted that 
there have emanated from Washington 
some statements regarding business that 
are, predicated more on political effect 
than supported by truth. 

The impression has been created that 
the limitation of profits to 8 per cent 


was, in effect, a guarantee of an 8 per | 


cent return. The public should under- 


atand that this is not the case. 
What manufacturers are concerned 


about is not to make abnormal gains out | 


of defense work, but actually to avoid 
losses. The vital question is “What costs 

re to be allowed in computing profits?” 

It has not been publicized that certain 
expense items, including 
losses in research and development, in- 
terest on working capital loans and some 


other items, cannot be included in costs | 


on Government contracts subject to the 
profit limitation provisions, 

Manufacturers properly want to know 
whether they will be allowed to charge 
off, out of earnings, the cost of new 
plants and machinery during the period 
of their useful life, which is necessarily 
much shorter in the case of armament 
production than in the manufacture of 
peacetime goods for which there is a 
continuous market. If the cost is not 
covered, the “profits” obviously will turn 
into losses. 

Manufacturers also want to know 
whether they will have contracts to oper- 
ate their plants long enough to provide 
earnings from which to make the charge- 
offs. Many of these Government con- 


tracts require the purchase of additional | 


equipment. Since the Government is the 
tax collector and also the buyer of the 
product, the necessary assurances can 
come only from the Government. 


It is these uncertainties, rather than | 


the profit limitation itself, which have 
constituted the chief cause for an under- 
standing. Until they are satisfactorily 
cleared up, industries must take into 
account that while profits are limited, 
tusses may run wholly unchecked. 
Business men know what this means 
With: respect to ability to attract capital 
or negotiate loans needed to finance ex- 
tensions, to say nothing of their obliga- 
tions to meet payrolls and preserve as- 
gets.
